DENVER Three men were arrested on drug 
charges in the past two days in Aurora, Denver 
and Glendale — one of them carrying weapons 
that authorities said may have been intended 
for use in what one police commander called 
a “credible threat” against presidential candi- 
date Barack Obama. 

Authorities refused to detail the reasons 
they were investigating a possible plot, 
although law enforcement sources said the 
men may be part of an Aryan Nation group. 

U.S. Attorney Troy Eid, who said he may 
have more information on Tuesday, insisted 
that Obama and visitors for the Democratic 
National Convention in Denver this week 
were never in danger. 

“We can say this: We’re absolutely confi- 
dent there is no credible threat to the can- 
didate, the Democratic National Convention 
or the people of Colorado,” Eid said. 

But Glendale Police Chief Victor Ross 
said investigation by local police and federal 
agents did uncover a “credible threat” against 
Obama. 

The incident began early Sunday when a 
rented Dodge pickup being driven byTharin 
Gartrell, 28, was pulled over in Aurora, a sub- 
urb east of Denver, for suspicion of drunken 
driving. Authorities saw two rifles in the 
truck, a high-power telescope, a bulletproof 
vest, a walkie talkie, several boxes of ammuni- 
tion and some methamphetamine. 

When police accompanied Gartrell to his 
hotel room in Glendale, a Denver enclave, a 
second man jumped from a sixth-floor win- 
dow, landed on an awning four floors below 
and then hit the ground, breaking his ankle, 
Ross said. 

Shawn Robert Adolf, 33, was arrested on 
outstanding warrants. Police also arrested 
a third man, Nathan Johnson, at a Denver 
hotel. 

Ross said local authorities turned the 
information over to the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Eirearms and Explosives and the 
Secret Service. 

He said that during interviews the Secret 
Service determined there was a “credible 
threat” from the individuals directed toward 
Obama. 

At an evening news briefing, Aurora Police 
spokesman Marcus Dudley said police were 
concerned about the weapons and the unex- 
plained connections between the men. 

“Behavior like this can be characterized as 
highly suspicious, the ammo, the weapons, 
clearly would give us great concern,” Dudley 
said.

“There are people who are not going to 
vote for him because he’s black,” said James 
Hoffa, president of the Teamsters union. 
‘And we’ve got to hope that we can educate 
people to put aside their racism and to put 
their own interests No. i.” He spoke in an

bookends of an evening that left the del- 
egates cheering. 

“The work begins anew, the hope rises 
again and the dream lives on,” Kennedy said 
in a strong voice, reprising the final line of a 
memorable 1980 speech that brought a dif- 
ferent convention to its feet. The senator 
has been undergoing treatment for a malig- 
nant brain tumor. 

Obama’s wife said it was time to “stop 
doubting and start dreaming.” 

Among them, she said: “that you work 
hard for what you want in life, that your 
word is your bond and you do what you say 
you’re going to do, that you treat people 
with dignity and respect ... even if you don’t 
agree with them.” 

Moments later, Obama appeared via sat- 
ellite from Missouri, drawing cheers.

Pets and the CTA 

Do furry friends deserve a seat? 


For some, seeing pets on the CTA is a sign the system has gone to 
the dogs. 

For others, riding with furry friends is an invaluable public transit 
perk. 

As you might expect, the two factions clash from time to time 
within the confines of crowded buses and trains. 

But recendy an all-out battle broke out in the “Going Public” 
inbox. It was sparked by a reader letter published in RedEye last 
week in which a rider railed against a fellow bus patron for occupy- 
ing a seat with her poocKs carrier. 

The riled rider questioned whether animals were even allowed on 
buses and trains. The answer is yes if they fit into a carrier that can 
be easily carried aboard the CTA, 

Service animals also are allowed on board, according to CTA 
spokeswoman Sheila Gregory 

But the rider with the “pet peeve” was still puzzled as to whether 
the CTA prioritizes animals over humans when it comes to a pre- 
cious CTA seat. Indeed, “carriers are not permitted to occupy seats 
or impede customer flow,” according to the CTAs rules, which also 
state that “animals are not permitted to annoy customers,” 

But those who oppose pets on public transit are the ones who are 
annoying, according to the e-mails of some who commute with their 
critters, including one Edgewater rider, 

“What else are we supposed to do when our pets need to see the 
vet?” Sandra Bloom, 26, asked in an e-mail, “Just let our pets get sick 
and possibly die because a few people can't stand on a bus for 20 
minutes? It amazes me how incredibly selfish people can be,” 

A Lincoln Park pet owner strongly believes that animals should be 
welcome on the CTA, but that they should not occupy a seat, 
‘Animals are not the nuisance, people are, due to their actions, so 
don't blame the animals,” Jordana Hart, 39, wrote. 

But one Roscoe Village pet owner went so far as to question 
whether a fare even entitles a rider— human or otherwise— to a seat, 
“Correct me if I'm wrong, but I thought the fares paid to utilize 
public transportation were for the ride itself, not for a seat,” Lindsay 
Cochran, 28, wrote, “One doesn't always get a seat on CTA, though 
fares are always paid to ride,” 

She makes a good point. 

How many times have you clung to handholds on buses or “L' 
surfed in the aisles because there wasn't a seat to spare? And of those 
times, how many of your seatless commutes were the fault of pets 
on public transit? In my case, the overwhelming cause was just plain 
crowded conditions, worsened by obnoxious riders seat-blocking 
with baggage. 

It may not change your mind about pets on public transit, but it's 
certainly something to consider the next time you get cantankerous 
about a carrier.

Some men are snipping out kids from their lives

Jeremy 'Ybungman, a 32-year-old tattoo artist 
in Downers Grove, likes his birth control the 
way he likes his body art: permanent. 

At 27, 'Ybungman got a vasectomy Unlike 
the vast majority of the 500,000 men in the 
US. who get sterilized every year, 'Ybungman 
was single and had no children. 

To Tbungman, the thought of getting a 
woman pregnant was “the scariest thing 
in the world.” He said he’s long known he 
doesn’t want to be a father, and he didn’t 
want to take any chances. 

“It’s hard enough to take care of myself, let 
alone a kid,” Tbungman said, adding he still 
uses condoms to protect against STDs. 

Half of all pregnancies in the US. are 
unwanted or mistimed, according to the 
GDC. For some young men, relying on con- 
doms or a woman’s promise that she’s on the 
Pill isn’t enough to protect against unwanted 
progeny, so they’re snipping away their preg- 
nancy fears. 

Though such cases are uncommon, the 
relative ease and affordability of vasectomies, 
plus the possibility of reversal, make them 
an attractive option for some men looking 
to keep birth control in their own hands. 
Barring abstinence, the only real male-con- 
trolled contraception options are condoms 
or vasectomies— and some young men 
who are convinced they don’t want children 
would rather get fixed than risk a rip in the 
rubber. 

Doctors confronted with such cases tread 
carefully While any man older than 18 can 
legally get a vasectomy, doctors can turn men 
down if they don’t believe them to be mature 
or sure enough of their future plans. 

“I received a call from an 18 -year-old high 
schooler, and that was a no-no,” said Dr. Arif 
Agha, owner of the Vasectomy and Reversal 
Center of Chicago, which is in Oak Brook. 

Dr. Kiu Mostowfi, owner of Vasectomy 
Clinics of Chicago, said that when a 24-year- 
old man approached him about a vasectomy, 
he told him he was too young and suggested 
he come back in a year after he’d thought 
about it. When the man returned a year later 
and was still committed, Mostowfi agreed to 
perform the vasectomy 

Another of Mostowfi’s patients, Justin Holt, 
27, said the doctor grilled him with “what-if ” 


How it works 

Vasectomies work by keeping sperm from 
getting into semen. That involves snipping 
the vas deferens tubes that carry sperm. 

In the no-scalpel procedure, the doctor 
still has to make a tiny puncture in the 
skin, but usually it’s so small that it doesn’t 
require stitches afterward (traditional 
vasectomies, which use a scalpel to make an 
incision, require stitches). 

The testes continue to make sperm after 
the tubes are snipped, but the sperm have 
nowhere to go. Eventually they are just 
absorbed back in the body. 

A man’s sexual performance isn’t affected 
by a vasectomy, doctors say. 

questions for 40 minutes before agreeing to 
perform his vasectomy last month. Holt, who 
lives in Logan Square, said he’s sure he never 
wants children. 

“It’s the only way to be responsible for 
myself and my behavior,” said Holt, who 
works as a data specialist for a financial firm. 

While Holt said he has no regrets, the 
finality of the decision has been surprisingly 
emotional. 

“Every once in a while you get this weird 
thought of, ‘I’m never going to be a father,’ ” 
Holt said. “It’s equal parts terrifying because 
you’re not like everyone else, and also because 
you made this extreme decision at 27.” 

Doctors must give “extensive counsel- 
ing” on the benefits and risks of vasectomy 
to ensure men know what they’re getting 
into, said Dr. Chris Gonzalez, a urologist at 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital. 

The benefits: The no-scalpel procedure, 
introduced in the US. in the 1980s, typically 
takes about 15 minutes under local anesthesia, 
requires little recovery time, and the $1,000 
cost is typically covered by insurance. 

The risks: The possibility of chronic pain, 
which occurs in one of every 500 men. And 
while vasectomies can be reversed, men 
shouldn’t count on it, doctors say Vasectomy 
reversal is a complex procedure that takes 
three to four hours, and the $10,000 to 
$25,000 cost is typically not covered by insur- 
ance. 

Plus, men don’t always get their fertility 
back, especially if more than 10 years pass 
between the vasectomy and the reversal.

“We want men to look at vasectomy as a 
permanent solution,” Gonzalez said. 

Don Anderson, a mechanical engineer who 
lives in Oak Park, said he thought carefully 
before deciding to get a vasectomy at 34, a 
year after he got married. He and his wife 
agreed they didn’t want any children, and 
they were tired of combining condoms and 
the birth control pill to ensure they didn’t get 
pregnant. Vasectomy was cheaper and less 
risky than a tubal ligation, the surgical pro- 
cedure to sterilize women. Instead of buying 
an engagement ring, they decided to use that 
money to buy a red Mazda Miata (for her) and 


a vasectomy (for him). 

Anderson, who jokingly adopted the nick- 
name “Johnny Vasectomyseed” because he 
advises others about his journey to becom- 
ing sterile, said that while his doctor didn’t 
give him trouble, he’s disappointed to hear of 
other young men who consistently get turned 
down for vasectomies simply because they 
don’t already have children. 

“Somebody who’s in their 20s can easily 
decide to have children,” Anderson, now 42, 
said. “It’s ridiculous that they can’t make the 
decision to not have children.” 

Men should realize being sterile could 
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affect future relationships, said Dr. Laurence 
Levine, a urologist at Rush University Medical 
Center. Most vasectomy reversals are for men 
who get remarried and their new wives want to 
start a family 

Mark Witt of Park Ridge got a vasectomy 
because he and his wife didn’t want children. But 
when they divorced a year later, he discovered 
that was a deal breaker for some women on the 
dating scene, said Witt, 48, who works in health- 
care administration. 

“I’ve had some regret because I’ve lost some 
good women because of it,” Witt said.

Scientists seek 
new maie birth 
controi options

Ever since the U.S. got hip to birth con- 
trol in the 1960s, contraception for 
the most part has been the province of 
women, who have several contraceptive 
options available to them. 

Men, meanwhile, have two good meth- 
ods to choose from: condoms or vasec- 
tomies. 

(Dver the past several years, researchers 
have been developing and testing other 
male contraception methods, including 
a male birth control pill. The science is 
progressing, but funding and interest 
have lagged. 

Several big pharmaceutical companies 
have dropped their male contraception 
programs, citing concerns that the prod- 
ucts in development wouldn’t be conve- 
nient or acceptable to the public. 

“The decision was made that they 
didn’t want to pursue that area for a num- 
ber of marketing and political issues,” 
said Doug Colvard, associate director of 
CONRAD, a research agency with U.S. 
Agency for International Development 
dedicated to expanding contraception 
options and preventing HIV and STDs. 
“They can make money on a new heart or 
cardiovascular drug.” 

Market research has shown that about 
half of Americans would be interested 
in new male contraceptive methods, 
Colvard said. 

The hormonal methods being tested 
include combinations of androgens (male 
sex hormones) and progestin (a synthetic 
hormone found in female birth control), 
which would suppress sperm produc- 
tion. The most promising studies and 
trials have shown 90 percent effective- 
ness, compared to 99 percent for perfect 
use with the female pill, Colvard said, so 
there is still work to be done. 

“It’s much easier to target one egg once 
a month than billions of sperm continu- 
ously,” Colvard said. 

Tears down the line, the first meth- 
ods to become available would likely be 
injectable hormones or implants, he said. 
Other delivery methods could be a gel 
applied to the skin or a pill taken orally 

Jenn Rogers, programs and policy 
director of the Reproductive Health 
Technology Project, an advocacy group, 
said the fact that some young men are 
turning to sterilization is evidence of 
a need for more male-controlled birth 
control option. 

“We need to be more committed to 
equal access to birth control for men and 
women,” Rogers said.

G-Rod pushes 
own brand of 
ethics reform

Goy. Blagojevich says he’s trying to clean up 
Illinois politics, but he won’t sign the “pay-to- 
play” ethics bill passed earlier this year after 
months of wrangling. 

Instead, the governor signed an executive 
order Monday that he says improves on the 
ethics bill and includes fundraising restric- 
tions, including a ban on campaign contribu- 
tions from large state contractors. 

The governor said he’ll use his amendatory 
veto to introduce further reforms to the origi- 
nal bill for the legislature’s approval. 

But critics say Blagojevich is trying to kill 
the bill while posturing as a reformer, and 
they’ll fight to override the veto. 

Blagojevich said the executive order, which 
goes into effect in January introduces expand- 
ed reforms while ensuring that the provisions 
in the original bill won’t get lost. 

“We will have taken the bill that was sent 
by the legislature, and made it better, made it 
stronger,” Blagojevich said at a news confer- 
ence Monday 

The executive order prohibits campaign 
donations to state constitutional officers, 
members of the General Assembly or any 
candidate for those offices from people or 
businesses with state contracts totaling more 
than $50,000. 

The original bill banned those donations 
only to officers responsible for awarding the 
contract. 

Blagojevich also amended the bill to ban 
“double dipping,” or the practice of holding 
a state, county or municipal government job 
while also serving as a legislator. 

He’ll also require both houses to pass legis- 
lative pay raises for them to take effect. 

The current system allows automatic pay 
raises even if one of the houses doesn’t take 
action. 

Both the House and the Senate have to 
approve the amendments as is for the chang- 
es to become law. If that doesn’t happen, the 
entire bill dies. 

State Rep. John Fritchey (D-Chicago), the 
House sponsor of the measure, and state Sen. 
Debbie Halvorson, the Senate sponsor, both 
pledged to seek an override of Blagojevich’s 
changes as part of an agreement they struck 
during negotiations on the measure. 

Cindi Canary, director of the Illinois 
Campaign for Political Reform, said the veto 
is a “jab in the face” of legislators and won’t 
improve the strained relations between the 
governor and House Democrats.

8-YEAR-OLD 
SHOT ON PORCH 

West Garfield Park girl ‘didn’t even know she was shot,’ sister says

Nicole Polk was playing on the front porch 
of her West Garfield Park home Sunday 
morning when the 8 -year-old felt a sharp 
pain in her stomach, relatives say 

She made it to the door and knocked to 
be let in. It turned out she had been shot, 
possibly by a stray bullet, Chicago police 
said. 

“She didn’t hear anything,” said Norita 
Polk, 22, Nicole’s sister. “She didn’t even 
know she was shot. All she kept saying was 
‘my stomach hurts.’ ” 

The youngest of eight siblings, Nicole 
was looking forward to starting second 
grade next week, her sister said. 

“This is unbelievable,” the sister said. 
“Instead of getting ready for school, she’s 
in the hospital recovering.” 

A spokesman for Stroger Hospital 
didn’t return calls for comments on the 
child’s condition, but relatives said Nicole

underwent surgery to remove a bullet 
from her stomach area and that she was 
stable. 

On Monday, apink-and-white Big Wheel 
and several small bikes sat idle outside the 
residence where the shooting took place 
in the 4300 block of West Gladys Avenue. 
Instead of enjoying the last few days of sum- 
mer break, children peeked out a window 
on the first floor. 

Nicole was shot at about 9:40 a.m. 
Sunday, police said. Paramedics were called 


to the scene by relatives, and when they 
arrived, Nicole walked out to the ambu- 
lance, her older sister said. 

“She’s a strong girl,” she said. 

Before the shooting, Nicole’s relatives 
said they heard a noise similar to firecrack- 
ers popping. They also said they did not 
hear any cars speeding from the scene or 
see any fleeing assailants. 

Nicole’s family moved into the building 
about a year ago but had lived in the neigh- 
borhood for the past 14 years, her sister 
said. 

Neighbors said the community has had 
a rash of shootings this summer, but their 
block was fairly quiet. Some suggested the 
bullet came from an altercation on an adja- 
cent street. 

“I’m kind of scared to let my kids play in 
the front,” said Sidel Walker, 21, who lives 
upstairs from the shooting. “Who would do 
this to a little girl?”

James Meeks (D-Chicago), who outlined 
the proposal with GOP businessman Ron Gidwitz 
in a meeting with the Tribune editorial board, also 
tied the proposal to his call for Chicago Public 
Schools students to boycott their first day of

BALTIMORE Jim Thome made history Monday 
night, and Alexei Ramirez strengthened his 
case for the future. 

Those contributions alleviated the sting of 
losing the completion of their April 28 sus- 
pended game, as the White Sox and Baltimore 
won their games by 4-3 scores. 

Thome moved into sole possession of 15th 
place on the all-time home-run list by launch- 
ing his 535th homer in the sixth inning off left- 
hander Chris Waters that snapped a 3-3 tie in 
Game 2. 

“Very special,” Thome described the sig- 
nificance of hitting a game-winning homer 
and passing Jimmie Foxx. He trails Mickey 
Mantle by one home run. ‘Any time you tie 
or move ahead of the greats in the game, it’s 
very humbling.” 

Thome’s blast also enabled the Sox to remain 
a half-game ahead of Minnesota heading into 
the Twins’ late game at Seattle. ‘Anytime you 
got a team like Minnesota that’s right there 
{and] we’re getting close to September, that 
kind of enhances it,” he said. 

Ramirez, giving Orlando Cabrera a break 


at the leadoff spot and at shortstop, equaled 
his career high with four hits, and he scored 
two of the Sox’s four runs. Ramirez could 
take over the shortstop position next season 
if Cabrera leaves for free agency 

“Maybe in the future, yes,” manager Ozzie 
Guillen said of the leadoff spot in Ramirez’s 
future. “Right now, I don’t want to rush him 
and push him into something you have to get 
used to. He’s an RBI guy too. This guy can 
give you a big hit, a big home run. And to have 
him in the front, we need some help down at 
the bottom {of the order] too.” ap contributed.

Metailica back with new album

After two years of work, the members of 
Metallica are ready for the Sept. 12 release 
of their latest album, “Death Megnetic.” 

“I’m one day from disowning the record,” 
drummer Lars Ulrich said recently “In the 
morning I can talk about it as part of my 
past. For months people have been asking 
me what the new record is like. I’ve told 
them, ‘I don’t know. I’m too close to it.’ As 
of tomorrow maybe I can start answering.” 

Everyone in Metallica’s circle is giddy 
with the new album which, under the guid- 
ance of producer Rick Rubin, is a return to 
the thunderous menace of the band’s 1980s 
work.

tion of where Metallica fits in contemporary 
pop culture is slippery The band is a proud 
20th Century beast in sound and heart, 
but the real issue is whether Metallica, the 
hardest metal band of its generation, has 
shown too much of a soft side. 

The 2004 documentary “Metallica: Some 
Kind of Monster” started as a “making 
of the album” feature about the 2003 col- 
lection “St. Anger.” It ended up a therapy 
session as the band, shaken by lead singer 


James Hetfield’s entry into rehab, worked 
with controversial therapist Phil Towle. 

Longtime Metallica fans were aghast 
about “Monster.” The world’s greatest 
fire-breathing metal monster was reveal- 
ing its own fears? Who wants a sensitive 
Metallica? 

“I know, I know, people called it ‘Some 
Kind of Whiners,”’ said guitarist Kirk 
Hammett. “Look, I can’t watch it. I don’t 
even talk about it. It brings me back to that 
time, and it wasn’t a good time for me. And 
I never wanted that ... movie to come out 
in the first place. I feel like it’s an albatross 
around our neck. I hope this new album will 
come out and make it clear that we’ve moved 
on. We’re much more unified and mature.” 

The band clearly is itching to hit the road 
and play the new songs. 

“Oh, yeah,” Hetfield said, “I cannot 
wait!”

More problems for 
Scrabulous creators

A popular Scrabble clone already pulled from 
Fac ebook in the U.S. and Canada continued 
its tumble as the online hangout extended its 
block of the game through- 
out the world. 

Facebook said Monday 
it was forced to disable 
Scrabulous after one of 
Scrabble’s rights own- 
ers, Mattel, made a formal 
removal request and the 
developers of Scrabulous 
took no action themselves. 

The Scrabulous applica- 
tion remains available in 
India, where its develop- 
ers live and where Mattel has filed a lawsuit 
claiming violations of intellectual property 
Facebook isn’t blocking Scrabulous there for 
now, considering the question of ownership 
still a matter for Indian courts to resolve. 

In deciding to block Scrabulous on Friday, 
Facebook risked antagonizing a community 
of software developers it has been trying to 


nurture and promote. But had it done noth- 
ing, it could have faced liability for copyright 
and trademark infringement. 

The company initially skirted that quan- 
dary after Raj at and Jayant 
Agarwalla, the brothers 
who created Scrabulous, 
agreed to withdraw the pro- 
gram in the U.S. and Canada 
following a legal threat from 
Scrabble’s North American 
owner, Hasbro. 

Facebook had hoped for 
similar resolution when 
ttel, owner of Scrabble’s 
rights elsewhere, sent a simi- 
lar notice, but the Agarwalla 

brothers refused. 

Jayant Agarwalla said he found Facebook’s 
action “astonishing” given the site’s “claims to 
be a fair and neutral party” 

Hasbro and Mattel have been trying to 
promote an authorized version of Scrabble— 
made by Electronic Arts in the U.S. and 
Canada and by RealNetworks elsewhere.

Study suggests gum disease 
may lead to heart disease 


Happy mouth, 
healthy heart

The way to a person’s heart is through his 
stomach, the adage goes. But researchers 
now think the way to a healthy heart might 
be through your gums and teeth. 

Evidence suggests that the healthier teeth 
are, the stronger and less disease-prone the 
heart is. If you don’t floss or brush, you might 
be setting yourself up not just for gum disease 
but also for heart disease. 

The link between what’s happening in 
your mouth and in the rest of your body goes 
further still: Gum disease might be a kind of 
early warning system, with poor oral health 
linked to diabetes, kidney disease, preterm 


labor, osteoporosis, Alzheimer’s disease and 
even certain types of cancer. 

‘A lot of research studies are coming out 
that seem to suggest some possible link or 
associations” between oral infection and sys- 
temic disorders, says Sally Cram, a periodon- 
tist and consumer adviser for the American 
Dental Association. 

There’s a certain logic, of course, to the 
idea that your mouth— your body’s key open- 
ing to the outside— would be a harbinger of 
bodily health. Yet the connection is one that 
many people, even medical professionals, 
often overlook. 

Patients tend to minimize oral health. 


treating mouth issues as merely “dental.” 
Professionals echo this artificial dichotomy: 
Dentists and doctors don’t really talk to each 
other; they don’t attend the same conferenc- 
es; they don’t read the same journals. 

But recent research indicating a link 
between their disciplines is attracting atten- 
tion from both doctors and dentists. Several 
studies show a startling correlation between 
gum health and atherosclerosis, a condition 
underlying much heart disease: The worse a 
person’s gum disease, the narrower that per- 
son’s arteries due to a buildup of plaque. This 
holds even for young, healthy adults who have 
no other symptoms of heart disease.
